It was moved and supported to recom- 
mend to City Council that Kingsley Court, 
which is now one-way westbound from 
Logan to Huron, be reversed and operate 
one-way eastbound from Huron to Logan. 


Carried. 


As a result of a traffic count made on 
N. Foster Avenue between Michigan and 
Saginaw, it was found that the volume 
of traffic on this street is not heavy 
enough to warrant prohibition of parking 
on the east side of the street. The 
Commission wishes to inform the City 
Council that it deems no action on this 
matter is necessary at this time. 


Carried. 


On January 14, 1954, the No Left Turn 
signs for nortbhound traffic on Larch 
Street were removed to permit the left 
turn from Larch onto Michigan. At the 
time this prohibition was removed it was 
mentioned that it would be for six months. 
This intersection has hown an alarming 
increase in the number of accidents, it 
being the second on the list with 21 
accidents up to August 1, 1954. This is 
an increase of 11 over the same period 
in 1953, and one more in 7 months than 
the total number of accidents for the 
12 month period of 1953. During the 
time this left turn prohibition was in 
effect in 1958 there was a drop in the 
number of accidents at this intersection. 
The Commission requests City Council 
concurrence in its proposal to reinstate 
this left turn prohibition on Monday, 
August 23, 1954, 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported to recom- 
mend to City Council that the request 
of the F. N. Arbaugh Company to remove 
12 parking meters on the east side of 
Washington Avenue in front of their 


store, be granted. 


Carried. 
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It was moved and seconded that parking 
be prohibited on the west side of Fairview 
Avenue from Grand River Avenue to 
Saginaw Street in front of the new Fair- 
view School. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
talk with the principal of Kalamazoo 
Street School about parking on the north 
side of W. Lenawee Street.
